The new terminal, estimated to 
cost IL4.7million, is scheduled to be 
completed by the end of 1974. 

The spokesman for the State Comp- 
troller, in a press communique, said 
the investigation was being con- 
ducted in response to a complaint. 
He declined to elaborate. But The 
Post learns the complaint was lodged 
by another building firm which com- 
peted unsuccessfully for the con- 
tract.
